Lobo, May 14.—Everybody is talking this 
morning of the excoriatign administered by 
Stanley to the Quakers, Peace Society, news- 
papers and everybody in general, in his 
speech on the occasion of his reception at the 
Guild Hall yesterday, and some of the papers 
are candid enough to admit that he was 
abundantly justified iv the severity of ‘his re- 
marks. While England has abso- 
lutely nothing to show for the 
millions of money and oceans of blood 
devoted to Africa, the Germans are making 
themselves masters of the most fruitful por- 
tions of the land at an outlay positively in- 
significant as compared with what England 
has sunk, and it is not surprising that a man 
who has made the sacrifices and endured the 
hardships that Stanley has in England’s in- 
terest should become exasperated at the op- 
position and apathy displayed by those who 
should support him. It is not unlikely that 
the vigorous remarks of the explorer wHl 
stir the government into action, which, to be 
of any advantageto England, must be soon 
taken.

penitentiary. 

SECRET IRISH ASSOCIATION. 

It is rumored that a new secret Irish as- 
sociation has deen formed with its head 
centers here and Quebec. The new league js 
said to already consist of 10,000 members, 
principally Irish and Canadians, a large num- 
ber ofthe latter being Frenchmen. One ob- 
ject isto obtain money in Canada for Irish 
rule and another to wage warfare against 
British rule with the final object of separation 
andthe annexation of Canadato the United 
States. 


The Ho rors of Siberia. 


Lonpon, May 14.—If the Czar does not take 
steps to modify the workings and effects of 
the prison system in Siberia ft will not be be- 
cause the existing evils are not called to his 
attention, or at least to the notice of his 
ministers and others around him. Private 
letters and dispatches from St. Petersburg 
state that petitions from England, America, 
Germany. France and other countries are ar- 
riving at the respective embassies and lega- 
tions in great profusion, with requests that 
they be laid before the Czar immediately. 
Forwarding petitions to Russia is a compara- 
tively easy matter, but laying them before the 
Czar isfquite another thing, and it is extremely 
doubtful that His Imperial Majesty will ever 
see a single one of the numerous appeals to 
his clemency in behalf of the Siberian exiles, 
though be will doubtless be informed as to 
their number, volume and character. The 
government officials will stoutly aver that the 
reports of cruelties to prisoners in Siberia are 
wholly false, and if anything is done to miti- 
gate the unhappy condition of those unfor- 
tunates it is safe to say that it will be done so 
quietly that nothing will be definitely known 
as to the character and extent of the modifi. 
cations. 


CAUGHT IN THE ICE. 

The Rosa Line steamship Norse King, which 
has just arrived from London, 
time on the Newfoundiand banks. The ves- 
sel was among the ice for several hours, 
and literally bad to cut her way 
out. As the weather was rough she sustained 
a number of heavy blows, shaking her from 
stem to stern. After pounding away in the 
ice for some time it was found 
that she was taking water for- 
ward, but an inspection showed that 
all the damage was forward of the first bulk- 
head. She arrived in port with her fore 
compartment full ot water. The damage, 
which consists of the tearing away of several 
plates at the stern, is exposed as the vessel 


unloads. 
IN THE COMMONS. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, May 14.—In the House of 
Commons yesterday a bill was passed provia- 
ing forthe payments of aduty on iron made 
trom Canadian ore. Mr. Laurier drew utten- 
tion to the tax imposed on Canadian fishing 
vessels going into the porte of Newfound- 
land for bait, which he stated amounted to 
over half a million dollarsayear. Sir John 
Thompson said the matter was now under 
consideration. 

NARROWLY ESCAPED DISASTER. 
QUEBEC, Ontario. May 14.—The Allen Line 
steamship Parisian, which arrived here 
yesterday from Liverpool, narrowly escaped 
disaster off the banks of Newfoundland. A 
heavy fog prevailed and the steamer was 
running cautiously at the rate of six miles an 
hour. The look-out sighted a hugé iceberg 
about forty yards ahead. The engines 
were immediately reversed, but the 
steamer ran on to a portion of ita dis- 
tance of about twelve feet. For a time the 
huge ship shivered from theshock and great 
excitement prevailed on board, a panic being 
prevented only by the self-possession of the 
officers. The vessel lay on her broadside for 
afull minute and Capt. Ritchie ordered all 
hands on deck andthe erew to stand by the 
boats. The vessel, however, soon settled 
back into clear water uninjured. Had the 
vessel been running ata greater speed noth- 
ing could have saved her from complete wreck 
and a large loss of life. : 

AFTER BAIT POACHERS. 

HALIFAX, Nova Scotia, May 14.—Advices 
from Newfoundland say that Commissioner 
McGrath is doing excellent work in Fortune 
Bay on the bait process service. He has 
already seized two American vessels, had 
their crews in jail, collected $7,000 in license 
fees and fines and terrorized bait poachers and 
smnugglers generally. 

DIED OF SMALI-POX. 

The Norwegian bark Ezra from Buenos 
Ayres has aerived at Parriaboro in charge of 
the mate, Capt. Neilson and one of the crew 
having died of small-pox during the voyage. 


Gor many. 


BERLIN, May 14.—The Emperor and Empress 
arrived at Koenigsburg this morning. Dr. 
von Schlieckmann, Governor of the province 
of East Prussia; Gen. Bronsart von Schellen- 
dorff, Commander of the First Army Corps, 
with headquarters at Koenigsburg and the 
Burgomaster of the city, received 
their majesties at the railway §sta- 
tion. There was also a guard of 
honor atthe station. When their majesties 
alighted from the train the band played ‘‘The 
Watch on the Rhine.’’ The day was observed 
as a holiday at Koenigsburg and the streets 
were decorated with fags. Bouquéts and ad- 
dresses were presented to the Emperor and 
Empress. ‘The people gave their majesties an 
enthusiastic reception. 

THE PROPOSED MILITARY BILL. . 

In the Reichstag to-day thé Minister of War 
explained at length the provisions of the pro- 
posed military bill. Count Von Moltke sup- 
ported the Minister’s representations and 
said that the European situation was one of 
increasing Celicacy and one which was grow- 
ing more difficult of solution by reason of the 
intricate problems in State policy which 
it constantly presented. It was, Count Von 
Moltke asserted, imperative that Germany 
should maintain astrong military system, as 
astrong government alone would be able to 
maintain poace.

THE BOOK AGENT’S HAND. 

But there is another scheme working which 
may destroy all these combDinations. The 
representative of a book firm is in St. Louis, 
and he has a finger deeper in this pie than any 
one supposes. Another compromise propo- 
sition has been made to select men 
on both sides by an attorney 
who represents the book agent. The 
substance of it is that Bosley, Macklin and

What turn the compromise will take is as 
uncertain as the wind, but itis sure that, at 
present, both sides wish to compromise 
and each is ready with a proposition to divide 
the committees if the other will yield the 
Presidency.

Superviser Mattlack Leeking fer More

The Assembly is still seeking information 
on the subject of the Tower Grove Park 
finances and management, notwithstanding 
president of the commission appointed by 
the Supreme Court, submitted a 
reply to the concurrent resolution 
adopted last Week. After bis 
letter had been read In the Couneil last even- 
ing Mr. Ganahl stated that the Assembly 
Ought to know sometiiing about the disposi- 
tion ot the funds set apart for the mainte 
nance of the park, inasmuch as it was re- 
‘quired to appropriate $25,000 annually for that 
purpose. He then introduced a res@ution, 
which was read as follows: 

Resolved, By the Council,the House of Dele- 

ates concurring, thata joint, committee of 

ree members of each house be appointed to 
examine into the expenditures made by the 
city of St. Louis pertaining to Tower Grove 
Park, with. power to administer oaths and 
send for persons and pers, and said com- 
mittee shall have authority to employ a 
stenographer and shall report to the Assem- 
* at its earliest convenience. 

t was briefly discussed and adopted with- 
out any objection. It is the impression at the 
City Hall that the House will concur, and that 
the special comm provided for in the reso- 
lution will soon be at work. Mr. Ganabl’s ob- 
ject, as has been stated, is to ascertain why 
the $25,000 appropriated annually by the city 
is taken out in bulk by the commissioners 
and expended as they see fit, instead of being 
drawn by vouchers through the regular 
course as provided for inthe charterand or- 
dinances. Another point Mr. Ganahl wishes 
to get at, is the amount of the surplus or safety 
fund inthe bands of the commission, where 
itiskeptand how much if any interest is 
drawn by the city. Counselor Beil and other 
city officials are interested in the same points, 
and it is said a stipulation will be inserted in 
the next general appropriation bili requiring 
the commissioners to draw from the $25,000 
through the same. course that 
funds are drawn from the 
treasury. The members of 
Assembly who are urging the investigation 
deny that they have any intention of hamper- 
ing the commissioners or taking any action 
— would redound to the detriment of the 
park. 


The Linemen Complain. 


Some time ago the Board ot Public Improve- 
ments adopteda rulerequiring the electric 
lighting companies holding city contracts to 
place iron steps on the poles to make it easy 
and less dangerous for the linemen 
to climb up d down when 
it became necessary to repair the 
lines. This rule, it appears, has not been 
enforced as rigidly as the board intended it 
should be. Linemen who have occasion to 
climb these poles nearly every day have com- 
plained that a number of the tallest poles 
were not provided with the steps required 
by the board. 

Supervisor of Public Lighting Matlack sald 
this morning that he was aware of the exist- 
ence of the rule and that he was doing all in 
bis power to enforce it to the lotter. 

We have but one inspector for this line of 
work. he said, and as this is a very large 
city it necessarily takes him some 
time to get over the territory. 
intend to secure an increase of the inspection 
force if Ican, and then the department will 
be in better shape to-watch this, as well as all 
the other matters that come under our super- 
vision.’’ 

Mr. Matlack will make this recommenda- 
tion to the Board of Public Improvements 
through the medium of the Committee on 
Public Lighting. 


Removing the Gas Lamps. 


The Laclede Gas Co. is taking down the 
lamps formerly used for public lighting in all 
parts of the territory, and already complaints 
are coming in at the City Hall that people un- 


acquainted with the city find great difficulty 
in, locating streets and numbers. The 
nadmes of all the streets were painted 
on the public gas lamps, and there 
was little or no trouble experienced by the 
wayfarers in finding and holding their bear- 
ings. Underthe new system of lighting the 
city there has been no provision for labeling 
the streets, and much confusion and incon- 
venience will necessarily result.

The annual meeting of the St. Louis & San 
Franciseo Railroad was held this morning at 
the offices in the Roe Building.

The proceedings 
were purely formal and there were less than 
twenty stockholders, 
holders, present. Mr. John O’Day did not 
attend the meeting nor hadany one present 
a prexy from him. It had been announced 


that President Winslew would attend, but 
neither Mr. Winslow nor any one else from 
the East was at the meeting. The President 
had, however, forwarded sufficient proxies to 
control the proceedings, and there were rep- 
resented an aggregate of 196,481 shares out of 
a total of 263,000. 

Mayor H. L. Morrill, Firet Vice-President 
and General Manager, called the meeting to 
order at 10 o’clock, and Mr. A. Grayson, 
cashierof the company, acted as secretary.

NIEDRINGHAUS SCORED, 


AN EASTERN PAPER DENOUNCES HIS ATTI- 
TUDE ON THE TARIFF BILL- 


The St. Louis Member Charged With Look- 
ing Solely after His Business Interests— 
Vinegar Makers Protest—The McCalia 
Sentence—Nominatiens by the President 
Sub-Treasuries for Agricultural Products 
—Washington News.

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 13.—The New 
York Times this morning delivers a severe 
lecture to Congressman Niedringhaus, and 
contrasts his course on the tariff question 
with Congressman Butterworth’s. Mr. Nied- 
ringhaus is accused of protesting against the 
high duty on boracic acid because be had to 
use it in the manufacture of granite. ware, and 
his protest was simply for his own narrow in- 
terest, and his motive the same as when he 
secureda high duty on granite-ware which 
comes into competition with his own goods. 
In anycase, he is accused of desiring to 
shape the laws so as to inorease his 
own wealth. The attitude he thus occupies 
is described as anything but respectable. In 
conclusion the tone of the article referred to, 
is worded in this trust: 

„„Mr. Niedringhaus is also a manufactufe 
and it is the plain interest of the whole coun- 
try that the cost of manufactures phail not be 
increased by taxation except such as is neces- 
sary to the support of the government. Ifthe 
cost be increased not only the manufacturers 
suffer, butthe workmen suffer by reason of 
the hindrance to employment and 
the public suffer from the in- 
ereased cost of the product. 
Mr. Niedringbaus, therefore, though a 
ludicrous character asa member of Congress 
voting for his own pocket, was a representa- 
tive of classes that are outraged by the tariff. 
Mr. Benjamin Butterworth is also a protestant, 
but of avery different type. In him we have 
honesty, disinterestedness, fidelity to his 
public trust and sound business sense com- 
bined. He connot be dismissed as the St. 
Louis member can, since, though he pleaded 


the same cause and exposes and denouncés 
the same outrages, he does so from the high- 
est motives. It is not likely that Mr. Butter- 
worth’s protest will be heeded by the lead-

andes fer Agricultural Products. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 14.—Mr. McCune, 
representing the Farmers’ Alliance, this 
morning continued his argument, began yes- 
terday, before the Ways and Means Com- 


mittee in favor of the Pickler bill 
to establish subtreasuries for the re- 
ceipt of agricultural products. He was 
questioned by members of the committee re- 
specting the details and probable effect of the 
bill. Mr. Bayne wanted to know if one effect 
would not be to encourage other production. 
Mr. McCune replied that it would not for just 
as soon as the farmers’ calling became more 
profitable than others, there would be an 
influx of men into that busi- 
ness, which would result in * 
reaction and finally the restoration of an 
equilibriam. To his mind no fixed volume of 
currency—no matter how great—would meet 
the need of agriculture. It wanted an 
elastic medium, The farmer sold his crops in 
the fall wheu the prices were lowest and 
bought his supplies before harvest, 
when prices were highest. Crops were 
marketed in two or three months of the year 
and this marketing annually caused a great 
ocringeney in money. Mr. Flower feared that 
the plan would lead to the banking on live 
2 iron, lead and silver ore. They were 
getting along now in the latter direc- 
tion at the other end of the _ capitol. 
In time wo would have every- 
thing in hock. In the course of ten years 
the Government would be nursing the chill 
dren and the women working in the field.

Raise only enough produce to 
meet the people's wants and thereby get fair 
prices. 

Mr. McOune proceeded to explain the pro- 
cess proposed to regulate the issue of product 
certificates.

SACRIFICING THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 

Because the members of the Aulerite 
faction were afraid thatthe members of 
the Millerite faction would reorganize the 
School Board and thus get the upper 
hand in the*public school management 
they absented themselves from thg regu- 
lar May meeting of the board and thus 
prevented the transaction of business. 

In consequence of this deliberate neg- 
lect of their plain duties by school direct- 
ors the operation of the public schools for 
the ensuing year is seriously endangered. 
One of the matters which should have 
been attended to at last' nicht's meet- 
ing was the determination of the 
proportion of taxes necessary for the sup- 
port of the schools next year and the noti- 
fication of the Assessor of the rate fixed. 
This duty must be done before Junel or 
the schools will be deprived of their share 
of the revenue and funds for their sup- 
port will not be available. 

Yet despite the enormous interests at 
stake and unmindful of the trust imposed 
upon them and of their official duties, 
nearly one-half of the present school 
directors stayed away from the meeting 
in order to further their own petty per- 
sonalends. The fact that so much is sac- 
rificed to secure these personal ends in- 
evitably induces the suspicion that there 
must be valuable rewards of one kind or 
another in the gaining of them. 

But whatever may be the aims and mo- 
tives of the men, the citizens of St. Louis 
know that the real objects for which they 
were elected are lost sight of and that the 
interests of the public schools which lie 
nearest the good of thepeople are utterly 
thrown aside for selfish purposes. The 
situation has been for some time past 
and is now the most disgraceful that 
has confronted St. Louis for years.

WHILE the Democrats are counting very 
confidently on electing a majority of 
the next House, the Republicans in con- 
trol of both houses are providing them- 
selves with the ways and meansof seating 
a majority of their own regardless of the 
popular vote. Besides means for unseat- 
ing elected men they are rushing the 
census so that the present House 
can by a reapportionment give the 
Republican States enough Congress- 
men at large to overcome Democratic 
gains in the districts.

Prohibition and Marriage of Di- 
vorced Persons Questions 
of Interest. 


Prefits From Publications for Sunday- 
schools Where the Surplus Comes From 
—Dr, Lafferty and the Friends of the 
Publishing House—Fraternal Communi- 
cations Interchanged With Other Bodies 
of Religious Legislators gates From 
the Northern Methodist Church and 
From the Canadian Methodist Church 
Arrive—Weighty Reports From Com- 
mittees—Preceedings Te-Day. 


The religious exercises this morning in Oen- 
tenary Church at tne opening of the M. E. 
Church General Conference were conducted 
by Rev. D. W. Carter of City of Mexico and 
the Central Mexican Conference. He read the 
fitth chapter of Paul's Epistie to the Gala- 
tians: 

Stand fast, therefore, in the Uderty wherewith 
Christ hath made us free, and be not entangled again 
with the yoke of bondage. 

The hymn was Charles Wesley's: 

Come, thon, Atpighty Bing. 

Help us thy name to sing, 
Help us to praise! 

Father all glorious, 

©’ er all vietorious, 


Come and reign over us, 
Anclent of Days. 


Rev. P. 4. Peterson of Danville, Va., is a 
very actlve member ofthe conference. He is 
chairman of the Committee On Revisals, the 
hardest worked committee in the list.

not used at all. When the hymn has been 
read—and it is always read 
full—the delegates wait until

A. Steele, who four years 
ago at Richmond was appointed fraternal del- 
egate to the Methodist Episcopal Church (that 
is to say, the Northern Church), was read. 
He was received in the New York Conference 
in 1888, and on May 13 addressed the Confer- 
ence. He was treated handsomely, and found 
the best of feeling toward the Southern 
Church. 

There were three fraternal delegates intro- 
duced tothe General Conference this morn- 
ing.

The Bagging Factory Difficulty Settled, 
Bat Two More small Strikes Take Place. 


The dispute between the managers of the 
Southern Bagging Mills and their employes 
nas been settled and the latter, who are 
principally women and girls, gain a 
portion of their demands, Commissioner 
Merriweather has had several inter- 
views with the managers and Anally 
succeeded . in securing a reduction 
of hours from 12 a day to 6l% a week. The 


girls will make 10/2 hours except on Saturday, 
when they will gnit I% hours earlier. The 
announcement of the reduction has caused 
the other bagging factory operatives to look 
out for concessions, and an effort will 
probably be made to have the scale generally 
adopted. 

Thirty-two teamsters and boatmen working 
for Charles Kunz at Chouteau avenue and the 
Levee have quit work ln consequence of a re- 
duction. The pay has been $11 a week, the 
hours being unlimited. Mr. Kunz notified the 
men thatowing to business being slack he 
could only in future pay them for work actu- 
allydone.

THE WORKINGMAN’S FRIEND. 


One of the Pianke in Mr. Fielding Maus- 
field’s Platform. 


Fielding Mansfield, who is a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for President of 
the Board of Public Improvements, has been 
givena document which should prove a 
strong aid in his candidacy. It is a written 
statement of the indebtedness of a number of 
workmen to Mr. Mansfield forthe assistance 
given them in getting their dues. It was pro- 
posed to publish the testimony as a cirou- 


lar and to send it out as a campaign docu- 
ment. The statement with its heading and 
signatures is as follows: 

To Employes and Workmen: 

Do justice to a man who, without pay or 
reward, has befriended us and rendered us 
substantial aid. 

For many years we were employed by a cor- 
poration styled *‘A. K. Halteman & Co., in 
their machine shop and foundry in St. Louis. 
In the year 1878 this corporation failed and 
made an assigninent under the State laws of 
Missouri. At the time of this assignment this 
corporation owed each of its workmen and 
employes, numbering about fifty men, from 
one to three months’ wages. At the date of this 
assignment the United States bankrupt law 
was in force, which required the payment of 
employes’ wages to the extent of $60 to each 
workman, before any other debts could be 
paid. To avoid this priority of payment to 
the employes this assignment was made 
under the old State law in order that the 
— should be forced to prorate with 
the otber creditors; that isto accept 15 to 20 
per cent of the amount due them for their 
wages earned. 

e called upon Mr. Fielding Mansfield at 
mis factory and gtated to him these facts, 
when heatonce volunteered to aid us and 
attempted to induce the assignee to pay 
us our wages in full. This the 
assignee flatly refused to do. Mr. Mansfeld 
then discovered a law passed by the Legisla- 
ture in 1877, which provided in the first sec- 
tion that railroad aud other corporations 
should pay their employes on the 15th day of 
each month, and further provided thatin as- 
signments employes should have a anyon A 
over and above all other claims. his law 
had never been tested inthe courts, and al- 
though it was shown tothe assigneeand his 
attorney, they refused to paythe workmen; 
stating that the men could not ht in the 
courts because they had no mon Mr. 
Mansfield stated that he had the money and 
would fight until the last court was reacbed in 
order that justice might be done us. 

Mr. Mansfield then engaged the attorneys, 
Gen. John W. Noble now the Honorable 
Secretary of the Interior and Mr. John C. 
Orrick. The agreement was that if the sult 
was won each man sbould pay the attorneys 
10 per cent on the amount collected, and if the 
suit was lost they were to pay nothing. Each 
of us and each of the employes of A. K. 
Halteman 4 Co., went to Mr. Mansfieild’s 
office at night and gave in our time and he 
made out each of our accounts. 
These accounts were resented to the 
assignee and when e refused to 
pay them in full suit was commenced in 
the name of August F. Luther as a test case in 
the Cireuit Court. This suit was decided 
against usin the Circuit Court. An appeal 
was at once taken to the Court of Appeals, In 
this court the case was decided in our favor 
and each workman received his full pay less 
the 10 per cent commission pai the 
attorneys as agreed. The oficial record of 
this case is August F. Luther, appellant, vs. 
O. P. Saylor, assignee, respondent, and is re- 
2 in 8th Missouri Appeal reports, vage 


“The adjudicated law of this State from that 
day forward is that all corporations, in the 
event of an assignment, must pay wages due 
their employes in full with interest. This ig 
a substantial. benefit to all workmen in this 
State. If Mr. Mansfield had not interested 
himself in our behalf, exerting his powerful 
influence, whichis always exerted in the in- 
terest of the public good and not for himself, 
we would not bave received our wages in full, 
Forall this he positively rotuseſ to accept 
any pay. 

In consideration of the above facts we con- 
sider it to be — duty of all workmen, irre- 
spective of or politics, to vote for Mr. 
Fielding — eld, who is honest and 
capable, and who dy his disinterested acts 
has shown himself to be a fearless and a true 
friend of honest workinen.

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JUDGE NORMILE’S E’s DECISION: 


He Overrules the Motion to Quash the Vail 
Indictment. 


Judge J. C. Normile in the Criminal Court 
this morning handed down a decision in the 
case of the State against Charles H. Vall, un- 
der indictment for murder in the first degree. 
The decision was on two motions filed by 
Attorney Marshall F. McDonald for Vail, one 
that the Indictment be quasbed and the other 
that the record on file in the court be quashed. 
The motion was overruled. 

THE DECISION 
in full as given is as follows: 


This case, originating in the county of St. 
Charles, has been transferred to this court in 
accordance with the statute granting persons 
accused the right toa change of venue. The 
record vesting this court with jurisdiction 
having been filed, the counsel for the de- 
fendant has filed two motions 
to quash, one because the transfer 
has not been made as the statute'requires and 
the other because, as is claimed, of the de- 
fective indictment under which the defendant 
is held. Sec. 4166 K evised Statutes provides, 
‘*‘whenever any order shall be made for the 
removal of any cause * * the clerk of the 
court shall make out a full transcript of the re 
cord and proceedings in the cause including 
the order of removal, the petition therefor 
* * and shall transmit the same duly 
certified under the sealof the court to the 
clerk of the court to which the removal is 
ordered. 

A simple inspection of the record before me 
discloses the fact that all this has been done 
to the fullest measure of the law’s require- 
ments. It is true that sec. 4157 requires that 
every order for the removal of any cause 
* * ~ ghail state whether the same is made 
on the application of the party, or on facts 
within the knowledge of the eourt or Judge, 
and shall specify the cause of removal.’’ The 
order of removal in this case, however, 
does not n state in the body 
of the order that it was made because 
of the prejudice alleged in the affidavits 
filed by the defendant, but the record sets out 
these affidavits andthe defendant's applica- 
tion for the change of venue granted, and 
this, inthe opinion of the Supreme Court, is 
all that the law directs or the defendant can 
reasonably or legally require (25th Mo., 205). 
Whether the defendant challenged the Grand- 
jury that found the indictment is not for me 
to consider, since the record before me in- 
cludes no such challenge. I am, there- 
fore, unable to determine whether 
such A step was properly and 
formally taken by the counsel 
for the defendant beforethe Grand-jury was 
sworn. Evenifit wereso taken it has been 
passed upon by the Judge of the original 
jurisdiction of the case and bis ruling shouid 
not be disturbed by me unless I become con- 
vinced that he erred in his action at the time 
it was taken. Even then itis questionable if 
this Court has the right of correction in er- 
rors of this kind. For these reasons the mo- 
tion to guashthe record is overruled, The 
motion to quash the indictmentis aiso over- 
ruled for the reason that the indictment is 
valid and the form so often approved by 
courts.

Attorney-General Miller Files an 
Important Petition To- Day. 


it Possible the Government Will Revoke 


the Citizens’ Papers Obtained by the 
Traude of 1888—The Case ef F. w. Norsch 
Will be Taken Into Court to Test the 
Gevernment’s Bights—A Line ef Prose- 
Which Failed in Every In- 


stance. 


The election fraud cases have been reopened 
in a rather unexpected manner, and Attornéy- 
General W. H. H. Miller now has a hand in 


them. 
A suit was begun dy him and District Attor- 


ney George D. Reynolds in the United States 
Circuit Court this morning to annul the record 
of the naturalization of Frederick W. Norsch, 
in the Court of Criminal Correction, on the 
ground that the certificate of naturalization 
was fraudulently obtained and Norsch still is 
an alien and a subject of the Emperor of 
Germany. Norsch had for a witness Mr. 
Philip H. Zupp, the Circuit Clerk, who was 
indicted by the Federal Grand-jury, charged 
with procuring Norsch’s papers fraudulently. 
The case against Mr. Zepp has never been 
brought to trial, and this proceeding super- 


sedes it. 
The petition, to which Attorney-General 


Miller's name is attached, is as follows: 
THE PETITION. 

To the Judges of the Cireult Court of the 
United States for the Eastern District of 
Missouri: ' 

The United States, by W. H. H. Miller, its 
Attorney-General, and Geo. D. Reynolds, the 
United States Attorney for the Eastern Dis- 
trict of Missouri, brings this biJl against 
Frederick W. Norsch, a fesident of the city of 
St. Louis, in the division and district afore- 
said and an alien and subject of the Emperor

That thereupon a certifled copy of said de-

titled to the protection of the United States as 
a citizen thereof. 0 

Your orator states and charges that it is not 
true that the said defendant was a minor 
under the age of 18 years when he arrived in 
the United States, it is not nor was it then true 
that he had resided in the United States for 
three years next preceding his arriving at the 
ags of 21 years, it is not nor was it then true 
that be had. resided in the United States at 
least five years, including the three years of 
his minority, itis not, nor was it then true 
that it had been bis bona fide intention for 
two years next preceding the date of his ap- 
plication to become a citizen of the United 
States. 

THE FACTS NOT PROVED. 

And your orator states and chargesthat it 
is not true that any of the aforesaid facts were 
proven or made to appear to. the satisfaction 
of said court by the testimony of said Philip 
H. Zepp or by the testimony of any 
other witness, or in other manner, 
nor is it true thai said facts or 
any of them were pro Hr., made to appear 
to the satisfaction of sald’ Court in any man- 
ner whatsoever or by any téstimony whatso- 
ever. On the contrary, vour orator charges 
the fact to be, that said degree of naturaliza- 
tion was entered up and said defendant de- 
creed and declared to be admitted a citizen 
of the United States by said court without 
the examination of any witness as to 
the facts aforesaid, without any proof as to 
any of them being adduced before said Court 
and without any inquiry or examination 
whatever as to any of said facts, and was ob- 
tained in fraud of the United States and of its 
laws, the said defendant well knowing that he 
was not entitled to sal decree or the benefits 
thereof, and well knowing that allof the re- 
citals therein contained as aforesaid were 
and are untrue and that the issue thereof 
had been procured from said court by impo- 
sition upon it, and by fraud practiced upon it 
in pretending that he, the defendant, was 
under the age of 18 years when he arrived in 
the United States, and said defendant well 
knowing that in issuing said decree said court 
bad been deceived and the true facts material 
to the inquiry as to his (defendant’s)y qualifi- 
cations had been suppressed, and well know- 
ing that said’ decree had been obtained by 
fraud upon the laws of the United States and 
upon the court. 

And your orator also charges that, at the 
time when he obtained said decree, the de- 
fendant had not, as he well knew, at leasttwo 
years prior to his pretended admission, made 
the declaration required by the first subdi- 
vision tof sec. 2165 of the Revised Statutes 
of the United States, nor did he come within 
anyof the exceptions or other provisions of 
the Statutes of the United States 
entitling him to said decree. 
To the cottrary, your orator charges 
that said defendant procured said decrees, con- 
triving and conniving to work a 
fraud upon the United States and 
upon the Court by which the decree was 
granted, that defendant accepted it and still 
elaime the benefits thereof, well knowin 
that he was not then and is not now entitied 
to it, or tothe benefits thereof, and that the 
Court had been imposed upon and had been 
induced to issue it through mistake of the 
true facts as aforesaid, and through the 
fraud and imposition practiced upon it as 
aioresaicd. 

WITHOUT COMPLIANCE OF Law. 

And your orator further charges that the 
sald pretended decree of naturalization was 

rocured, as defendant well knew at the time 

e procured and accepted the same, without 
any compliance with the laws of the United 
States, and in fraud thereof as heretofore 
set out, and your orator avers and charges 
that the existence of the fraudulent 

decree on its face entities the de- 
fendant to exeroige the rights of acitizen of 
the United States and to claim its protection, 
whereofhe isnot entitied, and if the same 
remains uncanceled and inf force it can be 
used in fraud of the United States and of per- 
sons relying thereon As a valid decree. 

Your orator therefore prays that the said 
defendant may be compelied to answer all and 
singular the premises in this bill (Dut not un- 
der oath, answer under oath being hereby 
expressiy walved). And your orator prays 
that the decree of naturalization aforesaid be 


@eciared null and void, that the said defend-

He was called out and Mr. Zepp intro- 
duced Prof. Norsch to him, and Judge 
Noonan grasped Norsch’s hand and shook it, 
saying that he had Known Norsch longer 
than Mr. Zepp had. Mr. Zepp said Norsch 
| wanted naturalization papers, and Judge 
Noonan turnsd to someone who was sitting at 
the clerk’s desk and told him to make out 
minor papers for Prof. Norsch. It was further 
claimed bythe defense that court was not 
even in session when Norsch was naturalized. 
The rumors that were preyalent at one time 
that Mayor Noonan was to be indicted were 
based upon the action of the Government in 
this case, ° 

The Norsch case has, therefore been one of 
the most interesting of all the election fraud 
cases, and since this suit has been filed, like 
which thefe has been none other inthe coun- 
try, itis likely to become celebrated in the 
history of naturalization law.

BONDHOLDERS WILL NOT ACCEPT LESS 
THAN PAR FOR THEIR HOLDINGS. 


Negotiations Abandened for the Present, 


but They May Be Renewed at mw Later 
Date—Better Times Expected in the Fut 
ure—What the Real Estate Committee Is 
Deing—The Reserve Fund. 


T 1 o’clock yesterday 
the Real Estate Com- 
mittee of the Merchants’ 
Exchange held a meet- 
ing in the reading room 
to consider a letter re- 
ceived from the Con- 
necticut Mutual Lite 
Insurance Co, in reply 
to a communication 
asking the price at 
which the insurance 
company would sell the 


mortgage bonds of the Chamber of Commerce 
building. Oburles Green, on behalf of the 
Connecticut Mutual, presented thereply. The 
directors of the insurance company 
had considered the matter and ex- 
pressed themselves as unprepared to offer 
any proposition. They, however, said thas 
tan offer of par with accrued interest was 
made for the bonds that there was little doubt 
that it weuld be accepted. 
NEGOTIATIONS AT AN END. 

Of the $887,000 bonded indebtedness of the 
Chamber of Commerce, $471,000 is held by the 
Connecticut Mutual. The members of the 
committee were unanimous in the expression 
ot their opinion that no euch offer as that in- 
timated in the communication could be con- 
sidered, and all negotiations withthe insur- 
ance company will be abandoned. The 
reply was not in any way 
a surprise, as for some time past it has been a 
foregoue conciusionthatsuch would be the 
answer. Thelease held by the Merchants’ 
Exchange has still over six years to run. The 
income from thie source is assured, and the 
pondbolders ure considered as having a most 
excellent investment for their money, No 
other proposigion will be made at present, nor 
has the Real Estate Committge taken any om - 
cial action in reference to making an offer for 
another site. ' 

DISCUSSING THE SITUATION. 

After the receipt of the letter from the Con- 
necticut Mutual Life Insurance Co., intimat- 
ing that nothing less than par and accrued 
interest would be accepted for the Chamber 
of Commerce bonds heid by that company, 
there was an infotmal discussion among the 
members of the Real Estate Committee and 
also on the floor of the Merchants’ Exchange 
asto what should be done next.

CANADIAN BOODLERS. 


A SCANDAL THAT MAY BE FAR REACHING 
IN ITS POLITICAL RESULTS- 


Nearly $250,000 Paid as Bribes te Govern- 
ment Offleials and Politicians by Con- 
tractors—The Principal Squealer, O. E. 
Murphy, a Fugitive From American Jus- 
tice—The Informers Charged With Crimi- 
nal Libel. |

NEW YORK, May 14. 
N aspecial from Ottawa 
the Heraid’s corre- 
spondent writes as fol- 
lows: 

In 1878 the Canadian 
administration, led for 
ascore of years by Sir 
John A. Macdonald, 
was swept out of ex- 
istence upon the wave 
of public indignation 
that followed the

the effect that something over $100,000 had 
been divided for electoral purposes by Sir 
Hugh Allan and the Canadian Pacific Railroaa 
people among Sir John A. Macdonald, Sir 
George E. Cartier, Sir Francis Hincks, Sir 
Hector Langevin and other leaders of the 
Conservative party. To-day there are in- 
dications that the Pacific scandal of 1873 has 
been exceedea in size by a scandal that may be 
equally far reaching in ite political results.

As the 
story goes, close upon $250,000 have passed 
into the hands ofthe politicians from one firm 
of Government contractors—Messrs. Larkin, 
Connolly & Cv.—in exchange for contracts

Some ofthe facts just mentioned are not as

SUSTAINED THE DEMURRER. 


The Case ef the Defaulting Treasurer of 
Marviand. 


Fr Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
BALTIMORE, Md., May 14.—When the case 
against the defaulting State Treasurer, 
Stevenson Archer, was called inthe Criminal 
Court yesterday morning, Mr. Edgar Gans, of 
counsel for the defense, interposed a demur- 
rer to the indictment which charged Archer 
with embezzling $132, 000. The ar- 
gument which followed was based 
on the law passed by the Legislature 


in 1854, and which defines the penalty for mis- 
appropriating State funds. The statute in 
question provides that ail persons holding 
public office who embezzie any funds which 
they are required by lawto pay over to the 
treasurer or the person authorized by law to 
receive the same shall be punisned. r. Gans 
argued that interpreting these words in their 
most oDnoxious ineaning, it was not intended 
to apply to the treasurer because the 
statute expressiy divided pubile voflicers 
into two classes those who pay over 
and those who receive public money—and 
punished only those who were required to pay 
over. He further made the point that the 
Treasurer could not be ineluded in either, in- 
asmuch as it was not necessary for him to 
pay mone over to himself. Attorney- 
General White followed in explanation of the 
statute which, though ambiguously worded, 
plainly showed the intent of the law. Ju

Ten- 
ney Gorgo and Proctor Knott are among the 
other crack entries who willnot face the 
starter.

The others have no records at the distance. 

Of the horses included above four have al- 
ready been seen in public during the past 
‘tmonth—Badge, Eric, Diablo and Castaway II. 
—and all of them have been beaten under 
varying circumstances. Badge succumbed to 
Eon on the closing day of the  Eliza- 
beth meeting, thereby grievously disappoint- 
Ing his owner, Mr. John” Mullins, who had a 
wistful eye on the classic Woodlawn Vase, 
which would have become his property bad 
his horse been successful. But Badge, carry- 
ing 123 pounds ona muddy track, is afar dif- 
ferent horse from Badge with only 114 pounds 
up on a good track, and if the weather will 
only be kind the backers of the little horse 
wiliget agood run for their money atall events, 
The Oriental Handicap is at a mile and a 
quarter. In that race last year Badge, with 
114 pounds on his back, made the whole of the 
running with one of the best flelds of the year 
at his heels, and in a magnificent finish was 
beaten about fifteen inches, Kingston winning 
by a bead; Los Angeles second, à head before 
Badge. Behind the little horse were Race- 
land, Exile, Oriflamme, Cortez, Taragon, 
Oracks man and Joe Courtney. And Littlefield 
rode Badge! If Thursday be fair end the 
track be in good condition, the horse that 
beats Badge will be obliged to stretch his 
neck tothe utmost. 

It has been asserted All along that Raceland 
would be Mr. Belmont’s candidate, but the big 
gelding will not start, not because of any ail- 
ment, but simply because the stable think it 
has one * gil as formidable in the 
four-year-ol filly Fides, a daughter of 
The lil Used that will be remembered 
as being extremely speedy both asa two and 
three year old. Her impost is 109 pounds, and 
her work has been of the most satisfactory 
character, her latest drive being made at 
Sheepshead Bay on Saturday, when she cov- 
ered a mlle in 1:45 and a mile and a furlong in 
2:00, golng well within herself. The critics 
will undoubtedly raise the old cry when Fides 
is mentioned asa probable winner that no 
mare has yet won either the Brooklyn or Sub- 
urban, and still further it may be argued that 
she will weaken like.her relative, Badge, 
when asked to go a mile anda quarter. Jimmy 
Rowe, however, makes as many mistakes as 
ahy trainer on the turf. Fides looks trained 
tothe hour. Hamilton willride her without 
a pound oflead inthe saddle, and itis safe 
to say that she will be the post fayorite for the 
race. 

The Dwyers’ only starter, Sir Dixon,has not 
raced since August 29, 1888, when he was 
beaten ata mile anda furlong by Yum Yum, 
Kingston and Terra Cotta, His last victory 
was won at Saratoga on July 24, when he cap- 
tured the Travers Stakes from Los Angeles, 
Falcon and Alexandria. It wasa very poor 
race. On July 7he wonthe Lorillard Stakes 
very easily from Los Angeles, Prince Royal 
and others, In that race he turned tue tables 
on Prince who had given him a sound 
thrashing in the Coney Island Derby 
on June 22. Gorgo ran in that 
Derby, finishing fourth. Sir Dixon’s 
race for the Beimont Stakes has been much 
talked about, but as a matter of fact it was no 
race at ali, as his only opponent, Prince 
Royal, was rot withiu ten pounds of himself 
on that occasion. Only afew days before he 
had beaten Prince Royal in the Withers 
Stakes, though Prince Royal must assuredly 
have beaten him but for Godfrey's wretched 
bungling. In the race for the St. James Hotel 
Stakes the Bard had no difficulty whatever in 

living Sir Dixon twenty pounds and a beat- 

ng. but in the Brooklyn Derby he 
was a strong second to Emperor 
of Norfolk, while behind him in that 
race were the Belmont pair, Prince Royal and 
Raceland. In the Carlton Stakes he and Race- 
land met for the first time as 3-year-olds, and 
be won, but the victory was due entirely to 
rey 148 McLaughiin versus Godfrey. 

t his best Sir Dixon was probany the peer 
of Raceland. He ia said to be at his best now, 
but that issimply a matter of opinion. Only 
a bruising race with the same class of horses 
that he met before his retirement can satisfy 
the public as to his condition and quality, At 
any rate, he is under suspicion. His legs may 
give way on his first appearance; or they may 
stand him through the season. To bet on him 
would be nearly the same as betting on a new 
and untried colt . 

Los Angeles has a'ways been a consistent 

erformer, and those who back ner will sure- 
y «et a run for their money. Her class is 
high. She has raced lu the best company and 
siways to her credit. Her record is well 
known. Her second to Kingston in the Orien- 
— ber bees at Gravesend last fall was prob- 
ably her best performance in the season. No 
finish since the first running of the Brooklyn 
Handicap equaled that in the Oriental, when 
Kingston (127) won by a head, Los Angeles 
(116) second, a head before Badge (114), who 
beat Exile (120) a head. No turtman can have 
Pirens the exhibition this mare made of 
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Pirenzi and Furusinthe Champion Stakes. 
Los Angeles Carries less flesh than any horse 
in training in America, andis generally at 
her twhen she looks her worst. She is 
looking well now, which may be against her.

The Kentucky Derby is being run to-day at 
Louisville. There were only six starters left 
on the boards this morning. They were Riley, 
Robespierre, Prince Fonso, Bill Letcher, Pal- 


isade and Outlook. The two last named 
are not considered in it. In the auc- 
tions last Riley sold for ‘$400; 
Robespierre, Prince Fonso, $230; 
Bili Letcher, $190; Palisade, $56, and 
Outlook, $30. It is generally believed that the 
race will fall to either Riley or Robespierre. 
Prince Fonso hasasplendid record as a 2- 

year-old and Letcher made many friends by 
his recent fine performance at Lexington. 

Riley as a 2-year-old was considered the fast- 
est of his age in the West, and he is a splendid 
looking animaithis year. These facts have 
made him the favorite. He has not run at all 
this spring and just how good he is nobody 
knows. Robespierre,on the other hand, has had 
several starts this spring and has shown re- 

markable form. He is a much improved colt 
since last year, and in view of the fact that 

he is known to possess a woridof speed this 
season and to have had enough work to place 
him in excellent shape, there is no reason 
why heshould not have just as good, and 
possibly a trifle better show than Riley in this 
afternoon’s big race. Riley is a great mud 
horse, but so is Robespierre, and ifthe latter 
has not fallen back in the last week he is very 
apt to lead the Corrigan crack under the wire.

ARRY HILL is broke. 
The famous old sport’s 
last abiding place in 
Harlem bas been finally 
closed and ali its goods 
and belongings sold out 
by an auctioneer. ‘‘Lack 
of police protection’’ 18 
the cause. Ten years 
ago Harry Hill was gen- 
erally. reputed to be 
worth $500,000, although 
he was not worth that. His place at Houston 
and Crosby streets was, perhaps, the most 
most celebrated sporting place“ in the 
whole country. To-day the old man is prac- 
tically without means. Allhis possessions 
have vanished in a bitter fight 
with the police. He has been 
driven from pillar to post, and 
is now helpless and alone. His best 
friend—or at least the one in whom he trusted 
most—deserted him a few years ago with $25,- 
000 of his money. The old man bas losta 
great deal by speculation and bad debts, but 
the main cause of his misfortune has been his 
fight with the police. The police have bested 
him, and Harry Hill has given up the battle. 
The essence of the whole matter is that Harry 
Hill always kept an ‘‘all-night’’ house—per- 
hapsthe most pecullar house of its kind in 
the world. The business done was entirely of 
an ‘‘all-night’’ character, and as such, of 
course, was in utter yilolation of the 
excise laws. To run such a Obusiness 
required ‘‘police proteetion.’’ This protec- 
tion Harry secured for years and years, until 
finally there was arow. Alittle over four 
years ago Harry Hill alleged that he was made 
to pay altogether too much to the police for 
his protection. He made a kick of the biggest 
kind, and charged Police Capt. Murphy and 
Detective Moran ofthe Prince Street Station 
with levying large blackmail upon bim. 
There was a hot time for a while, the upshot 
of the whole matter being that Capt. Murphy 
and his detectives were transferred to 
the West One Hundredth Street Station and 
Harry Hill’s place was ordered closed up 
for good—that is, he was not 
allowed to keep his famous hall open after 1 
o’ciock a. m. under any circumstances. That 
meant that he might as well not keep open at 
all“ Then the Excise Board refused to =“ 
Harry Hilla license, aud his place was shut 
up in dead earnest. Then the building’ in 
which he had his hall was torn downgand to- 
day a big warehouse occupies its place. Harry 
declared that he was bankrupted when he left 
but it was 
BELIEVED HE STILL HAD MONEY. 

Harry Hill went to Harlem and bullt a 
quaint little structure on piles at the south. 
east corner of Harlem Bridge. It was not a 
profitable venture, and the police were con- 
tinually interfering with it in 
every possible way. Harry's bar - 
keepers were constantly arrested. Police 
protection’’ was denied to him from the out- 
set. He had no chance to bulid up a business 
anything like his old one. He has finally had 
to quit impoverished. He became so poor at 
last that in buying his beer from the brewers 
he had no credit, but had to pay each day for 
the beer furnished bim. Swarms of police- 
men and detectivas were ever on the lookout 
for the slightest possible violation of law by 
him or his agents. Finally he has had to call 
in an auctioneer and sell out all his establish- 
ment, When or where he will try next is not 
known. He himself said the other day: 1 
am disgusted with myself and everybody. The 
world in general makes me tired.’’ No man in 
his day enjoyed the confidence and respect of 
the sporting community., which is more 
suspicious than any other part of society, as 
much as did Harry Hill. He became known 
from Maine to California as a thoroughly 
square man. He was known as liberal and 
genial in bis habits, and many acts of unos- 
tentatious and generous charity are related of 
him. Noone knows exactly how olda man 
Harry is, but those who bave known him long 
say be is about 65 years old. He was born in 
Kpsom, England, and spent most of his boy- 
hood days upon the famous racing trackithere. 
He came of a ‘*horsey’’ family, his uncle be- 
ing a very well known betting man and lover 
of horse flesh. The uncle was for 
many years the ‘‘betting commissioner’’ of 
Lord George Bentock. In the aperng of 1850 
Geo. M. Woolsey, a member of the sugur 
wanufacturing frm here of Howland, Aspin- 
wall & Woolsey, met and became acquainted 
with Harry Hill on the Epsomtrack. The re- 
sult of this acquaintance was that Mr. Wool. 
sey engaged young Hul to come to America 
and take

For thie Harry was to receive $150 a year and 
his board and clothes. Hill stayed with Mr. 
Woolsey-a coupie of years and then came to 
this city ‘and became a borse dealer in the 
neighborhood of the Old Buli’s Head Hotel in 
Third avenue. He remained here in business 
for some time. During these years Harry Hill 

as known to fame as a general sporting man 

nd afellow who was pretty handy with bis 
fists if need be. He was particulariy good at 
wrestling, and acquired a high reputation in 
this particular, In 1854 Harry Hill established 
his sporting house at Houston and Crosby 
streets. It speedily became prominent tn the 
222 life of the town. It me one of 
the. institations of the city and a place of 
national fame. It was ina very rough ne! 
borhood. The men who went there at 
were almost exclusively bad characters, who 
were In-a fight or seeing a gaht about all the 
time. Harry put cards on his walis strangely 
5 that indecent or profane lan- 
guage would not be tolerated or bad conduct 
. any sort allowed. He hoasted that he 
would run a place that should be perfectly 
free and easy and yet ly safe for any 
man.
